Modernized 


Complete Revision 


To M eet Needs of 


Today Under Study 


City council a t its m eeting will j 
hear a com prehensive report from | 
the public safety com m ittee on i 
revision of the present city traf­ 
fic code. The com m ittee has been 
m aking an exhaustive study of 
the local situation and by the 
next m eeting of th e council, plans 
to have its report complete in de­ 
tail. 
O n 
the 
com m ittee 
are 
Charles Farrell, chairm an; John 
A rchibald and A rm and Turonnet. 
The study includes curb m ark­ 
ings, safety zones, cross walks 
and o th er parking 
spots. 
The 
main project is to provide more 
parking places and to increase 
safety provisions. 


PROMOTE SAFETY 


In th e latter category are cross 
walks, school crossings and re­ 
placem ent of present boulevard 
Stop signs with reflector signs so 
th at th ey can be seen at night. 
A study of curb m arkings for 
green 
15-minute 
zones, 
w hite 
loading 
zones, 
red 
no-parking 
zones, bus loading zones, taxi-cab 
stands, and so on, is also being 
made. 
The com m ittee plans to bring 
the parking situation dow n to 
date to coordinate the traffic code 
w ith th e growth of the city since! 
th e ordinance w as first adopted. 


MORE PARKING 


To bring the m easure up to 
date, th e com m ittee has m ade a 
survey 
of 
form er 
driveways, 
m arked no parking, w hich have 
been abandoned in the past few 
years. T here are several on Palm 
Canyon drive in this class. 
Study 
of intersections w here 
U -turns are a hazard, study of 
the parking tim e limits, now one 
hour in some blocks, two hours 
in others, over-night street p ark ­ 
ing, th eater parking, the situa­ 
tion on Indian 
avenue 
w here 
there a re no sidew alks or curbs 
along th e m ajor portion of the 
street, a re included in the com­ 
m ittee’s activities. 


ESTABLISH LINES 


J. F. Davidson, city engineer, 
this w eek brought out m aps and 
surveys to establish the center 
line of P alm Canyon drive and 
Indian avenue as well as other 
streets in town. 
These findings will determ ine 
the proposed establishm ent of a 
four-lane highw ay on Palm Can­ 
yon drive and lanes on Indian 
avenue. These center lines will 
also enable future construction 
projects to establish legal set­ 
back lines, provide the proper 
place for gutters, curbs and side­ 
walks. T he Indian avenue study 
w ill go from A lejo to Ramon 
road. 


SAFETY FIRST 


City M anager W illiam E. Al- 
w orth said that th e safety com­ 
m ittee's w ork w ould go far to 
im prove the local traffic situa­ 
tion. He said it would alleviate 
the present parking situation and 
enhance traffic safety in the Vil­ 
lage.

And if you 
w ant to go the re st of the dis­ 
tance and romp in the snow, 
there’ll be an individual chair 
tram w ay to take you to the spot 
w here you can m ake snowmen 
and throw snowballs. 


FOLLOW PRECEDENT 


Such is the learned opinion 
of those who ought to know, that 
is, the cost of a round trip pas­ 
sage on th e San Jacinto W inter 
P ark Tramway, and not how ex­ 
p ert you are in m olding snow 
men. 
Earl Coffman, president of the 
San Jacinto W inter Park A uthor­ 
ity, said there was every liklihood 
th at the passage fa re would fol­ 
low the precedent established in 
the operation of tram w ays in 
Europe. 
Over 
th ere, 
Coffman 
said, the charge is equal to 25 
cents per 
1,000 
feet of cable 
length the tram w ay cars travel. 
The San Jacinto passenger cars 
w ill travel 12,000 cable feet to the 
8,500 foot level.

There’s plenty of beef avail­ 
able, steaks, chops, roasts and 
sundry other juicy tidbits—but 
it’s not for sale! 
As a m atter of fact, all of this 
potential meat is still grazing in 
lush m eadows and, according to 
local 
butchers, 
Palm 
Springs 
housewives are going to have to 
wait u n til OPA, ceiling prices, 
the high cost of feed and a lot of 
other 
contributing 
factors 
are 
erased before they can set that 
thick luscious looking steak down 
in front of their husbands. 


CITE REMEDY 


All operators of m eat "dispen­ 
saries” in town are of the opinion 
that th e situation w ill not be 
cased u ntil higher ceiling prices 
are allow ed or, all OPA stands 
for in controls, is com pletely el­ 
im inated. 
At th e same time, all reported 
that th ere is m eat of a kind for 
sale at all times in th eir shops. 
Most of the time however, it's 
chicken, fish, cold cuts, and a lit­ 
tle lam b or mutton. 
Unlike housewives in Los A n­ 
geles 
and 
other 
m etropolitan 
centers 
throughout the United 
States, those who do their shop­ 
ping in Palm Springs are taking 
the m eat shortage in good grace. 
None of the butchers reported 
tirades loosened at their heads by 
irate women who could not get 
the m eat they w ant. 


BLAMES CONTROLS 


Elmo Purnel, behind the m eat 
counter a t H atchett’s M arket, is 
of the opinion th a t OPA and 
ceiling prices should be abolished 
on m eat. He said that his show 
cases alw ays have fish, chicken 
and cold cuts for sale and a lit­ 
tle beef. 
“If OPA loosened its control 
there w ould be more beef," de­ 
clared 
Purnel. 
"There’s 
more 
beef on the hoof now th an ever 
existed in this country at one 
time. 
C attlem en have told me 
that they will not bring their 
beeves to m arket because of ceil­ 
ing prices," Pem el continued. He 
added th at these cattlem en will 
hold th eir steers as long as thev 
can under existing price sched­ 
ules. 
T he stocks in his shop 
fluctuate sharply from day to 
day. 


NOT SO DISMAL 


Mac Clung, in charge of the 
meat departm ent at Safeway, had 
no panacea to offer th at would 
d eviate the m eat situation here. 
However, the company he works 
for ow ns several m eat packing 
plants and the picture w ith the 
various Safeway stores through­ 
out this area is not quite as dis­ 
mal as the one which confronts 
independents. 
Just th e same, McClung de­ 
clared th a t the m eat he does get 
doesn’t even begin to m eet the 
dem ands of his regular patrons. 
“People are nice about the situ­ 
ation," saidi McClung. 
So far 
none of us working behind the 
meat counter have been on the 
receiving end of 'hot' words from 
our customers."

no little am ount of perturbation. 
In other words he was indignant, 
mad, and he showed it every tim e 
he picked up and read the m is­ 
sive. 
It all had to do w ith the city’s 
application for the acquisition of 
all of the Torney G eneral Hospi­ 
tal and the retu rn of form er city 
streets to Palm Springs fenced 
and blocked from public use by 
the governm ent during the w ar 
years. 
He was particularly in­ 
censed over the paragraph in the 
letter regarding the streets. 
As 
far as the city’s application for 
the hospital property is concern­ 
ed, no decision on the p art of 
War Assets has yet been made.

Its progress slowed up by more 
than four years of war, Palm 
Springs, nationally know n as the 
finest w inter resort 
in 
N orth 
America, is rapidly throw ing off 
its swaddling clothes as a sleepy 
village, so known before the war, 
to become the hub of the desert 
w ith an orbit-radius of nearly 
fifty miles. All signs, concrete 
ones, point the direction the tow n 
will take in giant steps of seven 
league boots. 
A picture of w h at the fu tu re 
portends for this d esert oasis d u r­ 
ing the first six m onths of this

The 
m anager of the hotel is a m em ­ 
ber of the cham ber of commerce 
here. 
HUB OF ACTIVITY 


Rancho 
Mirage, 
one 
of 
the 
large desert developm ents, has 
enjoyed a phenom inal sales rec­ 
ord as has Palm Village, w ith two 
other mammoth developm ents in 
the process of preparing 
their 
tracts and expected to be operat­ 
ing by Septem ber 15. 
All of this activity is reflected 
in the future plans of the public 
utilities th at serve th e area w ith 
headquarters in P alm Springs. 
Bill Nash, supervisor of the tele­ 
phone company, announced th a t 
his concern is planning a two- 
story addition to present facili­ 
ties.

The Preamble of the Constitu­ 
tion reads: “We, the People of 
the United States in Order to 
form a more perfect Union, es­ 
tablish Justice, insure domestic 
Tranquility, provide for the com­ 
mon defence, promote the gener­ 
al Welfare, and secure the Bless­ 
ings of Liberty to ourselves and 
our Posterity, do ordain and es­ 
tablish the Constitution for the 
United States of America." 
Seven brief articles outlining 
our form of government follow 
the Preamble, and thus was giv­ 
en to us to hold and to cherish 
for

time, 
America's 
most 
sacred document. 


FOR 145 YEARS 


The Constitution was signed 
by 39 men on September 17, 1787. 
The first signature was that of 
George Washington, President of 
the United States and deputy of 
Virginia. Among the other great 
men who signed the document 
were Benjamin Franklin, Alex­ 
ander Hamilton, James Madison, 
and Roger Sherman. 
For 145 years the American 
people have been devoted to the 
Constitution of the United States. 
They could trust their honest and 
worthy leaders—men like Wash­ 
ington, Adams, Jefferson, Jack, 
son, Monroe, Lincoln, Cleveland, 
McKinley and Theodore Roose­ 
velt. 
BUT NOW—IN 1946 


But now, in this year of 1946, 
the situation is 
far different.

We do ordain that to OUR 
posterity shall be given the same 
blessings as were given to us by 
our forefathers.

Learning the H ard W ay 


An entire community—hotel, store, garage, homes— 
was destroyed by fire recently in the state of Washing­ 
ton. In ten minutes thousands of dollars worth of prop­ 
erty and a town were wiped off the map. Thirty families 
were stranded. Fortunately, no lives were lost. 
In this case the fire may have been unavoidable. It 
was thought that a chimney spark on a dry roof started 
the conflagration. However, the citizens of this town 
should not forget the lesson they have learned. When 
they build again, and that will be no easy job in these 
days of shortages and high costs, they will undoubtedly 
give serious thought to the elimination of fire hazards. 
It is a good bet that hereafter they will make certain 
that their fire fighting equipment is in good order. If 
they have any luck at all, the nation’s num ber one prop­ 
erty destroyer will find slim pickings in their region for 
a long time to come. 
Thousands of other communities could profit by the 
experience of this little Washington town. It learned its 
lesson the hard way. Others can learn the easy way, 
profiting by experience. They should follow the advice 
of fire prevention experts with greater diligence. They 
can revise obsolete ordinances, check the adequacy of 
water supply, encourage individual awareness of the 
danger of fire. They can go far toward eliminating a 
half-billion dollar fire loss each year. 
Anyway, there is one community in Washington that 
should hereafter be a good citizen from the standpoint 
of practicing fire prevention.

Firearms Brought 
Back By Veterans 
Must Be Registered 


Returning servicemen who have 
brought certain types of fire­ 
arms home with them or have 
sent them home are required to 
register their w ar trophies, and 
are subject to heavy penalties for 
failure to do so. 
Section 2733 of the National 
Firearms act defines firearms af­ 
fected by the act as follows: 
Any machine gun (a weapon 
designed to shoot more than one 
shot by a single pull of the trig­ 
ger); A shotgun or rifle having 
a barrel less than 18 inches long. 
(This act does not require the 
registration of a .22 caliber rifle 
unless the barrel is less than 16 
inches long); A muffler or silen­ 
cer for any firearm; Any weapon, 
except a pistol or revolver, that 
is capable of being concealed on 
the person. 
A penalty of not more than 
$2,000 fine and imprisonment for 
not more than five years, or both, 
is provided for failure to comply 
with provisions of the act.

Gordon B annerm an, chief en­ 
gineer of the American Steel and 
Wire Com pany, supervisor of the 
engineering that w ill be followed 
by the construction of the T ram ­ 
way, built the only other passen­ 
ger tram w ay in the U nited States, 
at 
Franconia, New H am pshire. 
He said th e cable length of that 
tram w ay w as 2,000 feet and the 
round trip fare in effect there 
now is 95 cents.

THE BETTER 


The laws governing Public No­ 
tices often specify that they shall 
appear in local publications of 
general circulation. 
This has a 
double purpose: to bring the No­ 
tice to the attention of persons 
most likely to be affected by its 
contents, and to give it the widest 
possible publicity. 
Despite the 
obviousness and 


j logic of this requirem ent, some 
persons still profess not to see it. 
O thers try to make a case for 
som ething just as good.” 
Al­ 
though its interests are at stake, 
the public is apt to be apathetic 
and the courts and other official 
agencies give their blessing to 
publications whose circulation is 
anything but "general” in the lit­ 
eral sense. 
It was no accident that the 
law m akers specified 
that such 
Notices should appear in publica­ 
tions of general circulation. It is 
j often questionable w hether they 
ever intended that publications 
1 of lim ited circulation should be 
designated for this purpose as 
they often are. This amounts to 
substituting a segment of the pop­ 
ulation for a large cross section. 
In its own interest the public 
should insist th at local publica­ 
tions of general circulation re­ 
ceive the preference.

This is w ritte n as W ashington 
w aits for th e election returns. 
It is a good tim e to com m ent on 
a detail of political life, w hich 
affects 
rep re sen tativ e 
govern­ 
m ent. 
This nation w as created as a 
R epublic. In a R epublic, the peo­ 
ple send rep resen tativ es (using a 
C alifornia exam ple) to S acram en­ 
to and to W ashington, and say 
som ething lik e this, “You go and 
rep resen t us. You read th e bills 
and listen to th e arg u m en ts and, 
know ing how w e feel, you vote 
as you th in k best for the N ation 
and for us." 
A m bitious political groups are 
try in g to change th is plan. They 
w an t to say, "Y ou go to Sacra­ 
m ento o r to W ashington, and do 
exactly as we tell you to do. We 
will tell you how to vote on every 
im p o rtan t bill. 
We w ill control 
you. If you d o n 't vote as w e tell 
you, th e people in ou r group will 
vote against you a t th e n ex t elec­ 
tion. 
Som e groups carry it so far th at 
friendly legislators have seen “en ­ 
dorsem ents” w ith h eld because out 
of th irty or forty votes, th e legis­ 
lato r m ay h av e voted contrary 
to “o rd ers” on a singlo bill. This 
is dictatorship, ju st as surely as 
if it cen tered a t th e o th er end, in 
one m an. 
The m ach in ery of this system 
is of course, propaganda.

AROUND TSAY-KIZZY 
MESA WITH CHICO 


Part IV 
The little box canyon in which 
we now found ourselves w as only 
about a hundred feet across and 
roughly sem icircular in outline, 
w ith the pool at one end and 
the trees and rushes at the other. 
We first exam ined the sm all dam, 
W ondering who constructed it. 
It was two feet wide and some 
six feet toll, bridging a narrow 
gap between the sandstone cliffs 
about fifteen feet across. 
In the cement on the top were 
scratched several groups of ini­ 
tials, including “M. K ” and the 
date 1937. 
On later queries at 
Goulding’s, we learned th at “M. 
K." stood for Maurice Knee, Har­ 
ry 
G oulding’s 
brother-in-law, 
and that they them selves had 
carried the cem ent into that re­ 
mote area and built the retention 
dam as a part of a widespread 
campaign by the Indian Service 
at that tim e to provide more 
perm anent w atering places for 
the Navaho shepherds. This wa­ 
ter, collecting in this bowl above, 
seaps out gradually to the over­ 
hanging ledge and into the first 
little pool below, w here 
it is 
readily accessible by the Indian 
sheep 
and 
goats, 
as 
well, as 
horses. 


DIVE INTO POOL 


W ithout saying a word, we 
bothe began taking off our shoes. 
D usty’s antics had made us en­ 
vious. 
We heaped our clothes 
into two piles and w aded into 
the pool. The w ater was much 
colder than we had anticipated; 
nevertheless we plunged in bodi- 
iy and splashed around. It was 
cold enough to be exhilarating, 
and Chico even crawled up onto 
the dam and dived twice into the 
shallow depths, even though at 
the deepest point, the pool was 
only four feet. 
There w ere no 
rocks 
on the 
bottom, 
only a 
thick sticky mud. 
A fter thrashing about for sev­ 
eral moments, w e retu rn ed to 
shore to dry off in the brisk 
breeze that had arisen. 
It was 
surprising 
how 
refreshed 
we 
both 
felt, 
and 
the 
im pending 
weariness of the long hike had 
abruptly vanished. 
Lighting a 
cigarette, Chico suggested we ex­ 
plore the box-canyon more thor­ 
oughly while we w ere drying. 
So, stepping gingerly oyer the 
stubby grass and sharp litter of 
twigs, 
we 
investigated 
every 
crack in the confined area. Our 
search 
was 
rew arded, 
for we 
soon came upon a well-concealed 
passageway 
through 
the 
cliffs. 
We followed it several yards un­ 
til it angled sharply aw ay and 
narrowed down at the very base 
it w as less th an a foot wide, 
with the cliffs on either side 
shooting upw ard at sharp angles 
several hundred feet above us, 
shutting out all the sunlight. Wa­ 
ter had collected in deep pools 
at the bottom of this V-shaped 
split. 


INCH THROUGH CRACK 


I turned to Chico. “Shall we 
try it?” I asked. 
He nodded a 
silent assent and took the lead. 
It was far too narrow for Dusty; 
we made him 
rem ain behind. 
Inching our way into the nar­ 
rowest portion, the only w ay we 
could continue w as by pushing 
our backs against one side, bra­ 
cing our feet against the opposite 
wall, and inching ourselves up 
to w here the "breach was wider 
and then, using the same tech­ 
nique, creeping laterally down 
the length of the crack. Special 
care had to be taken not to move 
too rapidly or the coarse rough 
sandstone 
surface 
would 
have 
scratched our bare skins. Finally 
we attained the farther end of 
the passage, w here it began to 
w iden out again, and w e crept 
back to the floor of the canyon. 
This new 
little canyon was 
even more hem m ed-in th an the 
other, and ouly a tenth as large, 
m easuring about ten feet across 
and tw enty feet long, triangular 
in shape w ith five hundred foot 
vertical walls on the three sides. 
Our route had brought us in at 
one corner of the triangle; the 
second corner w as blank wall, 
but the third had another crevice 
higher up its bank. Chico w as all 
for poking into this. G etting up 
to this small opening was a feat 
in itself. I rem ained below, giv­ 
ing him a boost up to it. He was 
gone out of sight a few m om ents 
and then reappeared disappoint­ 
ed. It had narrow ed dow n to a 
few yards beyond. 


ANOTHER WORLD 


Rejoining md,, we paused a 
m om ent to take in our surround­ 
ings. It was as if we had been 
dropped into another w orld, so 
utterly isolated and alone were 
we. In fact, the place gave off 
a m ysterious errie feeling that 
made us restless. 
We retraced 
our route by the same crab-like 
m ethod of progression. 
In the 
return, 
Chico 
climbed 
higher 
than he needed, and found him ­ 
self 
stretched 
aw kw ardly 
be­ 
tw een the two walls. 
T his so 
am used him th a t he suddenly 
burst out laughing, his chuckles 
echoing 
through 
the 
canyon. 
However, his athletic prowess, 
developed in high school and col­ 
lege football, got him out of the 
dangerous situation w ithout any 
injury, and he leaped to th e nar­ 


row band of sand below. 
Dusty w as more th an glad to 
see us, w agging his stubby tail 
madly. We tip-toed back to our 
clothes, both wishing we had the 
tough soles of the N avaho shep­ 
herd we had seen earlier, and 
hurriedly dressed again. 
Leav­ 
ing the dam and its pool, we 
backtracked out of the canyon 
and past the little ru in in the 
cave, back into the m ain canyon 
that separates Tsay-kizzy Mesa 
from O ljato Mesa. This canyon 
widened 
out 
from 
here 
011. 
across a broad area of scattered 
sand dunes. All along w e saw the 
perpetual 
battle 
for 
survival 
waged by the sand and the desert 
plants, half buried yuccas and 
ephedra clum ps bravely sticking 
above the surface. 


NO ANIM AL LIFE 
Animal life was strangely 
ab­ 
sent. No birds did we see along 
this portion of the trail, although 
once, from a distance, we did 
hear the nervous call of a rock 
wren, and I m entally pictured 
the little bird bobbing up and 
down on some boulder. 
Insects 
were few, also. One lone Eleodcs 
beetle 
(tum ble-bug) 
was 
seen 
w andering across a dune. Later 
a 
large 
bright blue dragonfly 
whisked 
by. 
D ragonflies 
arc 
usually associated w ith marshes 
and stagnant pools of w ater, but 
they seem to be rath er common 
in desert areas 
D uring our stay 
in M onum ent Valley w e were to 
see several of them. 
The canyon soon began to nar­ 
row down again, and presently 
to our left, actually in the cliffs 
of 
Oljato 
Mesa, 
w as 
another 
point of interest we had been 
told about: a natural bridge. To 
reach its base required a short 
climb over and across several 
narrow ravines. 
There, carved 
out of the massive sandstone, 
was a perfect little bridge, about 
tw enty 
feet 
high, 
fifty 
feet 
across, and about six feet thick, 
arching from the base of the 
mesa onto an otherw ise isolated 
mass of rock. Local residents re ­ 
fer to it as the L ittle Rainbow, 
so that was the nam e I affixed 
on my sketch map. 
Regaining 
the m ain 
canyon, 
we continued on dow n toward 
the G oulding Trading Post. The 
walls continued closing in at an 
alarm ing rate. G lancing back at 
the cliffs to my left, I suddenly 
saw the giant form ation called 
The Elephants th at A unt Molly 
had described to me. There, as 
if charging out of O ljato Mesa, 
was a tall big-eared pachyderm , 
bearing straight down into the 
canyon, and beside her, to her 
right, was apparently her baby, 
running to catch up. They were 
duly added to the m ap. 
Just 
beyond, 
another 
steep- 
walled canyon angled off to the 


right, 
into 
Tsay-kizzy 
Mesa. 
Wagon tracks led up here, so we 
investigated and found a board- 
covered 
spring 
there. 
H arry 
Goulding later informed us that 
this was his original source of 
drinking 
w ater; 
however, 
it 
could not be depended upon. To 
supplem ent this he drilled a well 
out at the edge of the Valley in 
front of his trading post, getting 
w ater all right, but w ater that 
was m any tim es harder than that 
considered fit for drinking. 
To 
supply the 20th C entury-Fox stu­ 
dio crew s on location there, w a­ 
ter had to be hauled in some 
six m iles from th e well at A nder­ 
son's Camp. 
Coming back to the m ain can­ 
yon once more, w e found it nar­ 
rowed down to a gap of only a 
hundred feet, w ith gigantic col­ 
um ns guarding either edge, for 
all the 
world 
like huge door 
posts. 
No w onder the Navahos 
call this Tsay-doddcn-nuh, m ean­ 
ing Rock Door. 
We passed through the Rock 
Door, climbing a sharp rise, round­ 
ed the corner to our right, and 
were home again. Dusty bounded 
on up the path tow ard the iness 
hall, intent upon 
food. 
Chico 
headed wearily for his house-011- 
wheels, 
his 
panelled 
delivery 
truck nam ed “D ie Blaue Blume, 
anxious to get to the showers. I 
walked on to th e 
green 
cabin 
Jack and I had been occupying, 
tired but happy over the long 
trip around th e mesa. We had 
seen 
m any 
things 
those 
few 
hours, things w e 
would 
never 
have even dream ed existed so 
near at hand if w e hndn t gone to 
seek them out. 
Ten m inutes later 
found 
us 
both under the warm , welcomed 
showers in the bunk-house, and 
already we began planning w hat 
we would do on the morrow. I 
was eager to explore the far side 
of Oljato Mesa, and Chico agreed 
that it might prove very interest­ 
ing. L ittle of us dream ed th at our 
second trip together would load 
us to rattlesnakes, 
a 
uranium 
mine, and a heretofore unknown 
petrified forest!
